You will recollect that the offer of a part 
of the house as a gift to the Nation and of the remaining 
portion on payment to the Government was made by Shri Amiya 
Nath Bose to the Prime Minister in his letter dated 9.1,53, ^ 
Shri Amiya Nath Bose intended to meet certain liabilities 
of lacome-tax arrears out of the proceeds of the portion 
offered for sale. The proposal was referred^by the Prime 
Minister to the Governor and Chief Minister of Orissa and 
Shri Bose was advised to get into touch with the Orissa 
Government in the matter - vide copies of correspondence 
sent to this Ministry by Prime Minister** Secretariat under 
u.o. No. D/3/1418 ' dated 7.2,53. We have not heard further 
in the matter from Shri Bose or the Governor or Chief Minister 
of Orissa. 



An enquiry was also received in this Ministry 
from the Central Board of Revenue whether the Cuttack House 
in question could be acquired for the use of the Central 
Government. We have investigated the matter. The reprn- 
xsxixfcixs: respective values of the portions offered as a’ gift 
and for sale are Bs 35,000/- and Its 90,000/- approximately. 

The building has not been properly maintained and a considerable 
expenditure estimated at h 30,000/- will have to be incurred 
on its repairs, etc. We shall therefore have to spend 
about a lakh and twenty thousand, if we have to purchase this 
portion. 


As you know, the Capital of Orissa is shifting 
to Bhubaneshwar and as such, Central Government*® offiees 
and residential accommodation in that State would be required 
to be located mainly in Bhubaneshwar. Therefore, it is not 
very likely that we would be in a position to put the Cuttack 
House to any useful purpose for our requirements. We are, 
however, requesting the C.B.R. to consider the possibility 
of utilising for the local Income-tax Office, the portion 
of the house offered for sale. On hearing from them I shall 
write to you again. 

Enquiries made by the Cub Divisional Officer, 
C.P.W.D. , Cuttack, show that the Orissa Government are consi- 
dering purchasing the property themselves and for this, a 
provision in the budget for Bs 75/000/- is under consideration. 
It is rjot possible to say whether they would be able to do so 
or not.^ If they do, it would be unnecessary for the Central 
Government to pursue the matter further.

If however the Government of Orissa decide

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My dear Prime Minister, 

I am enclosing herewith a letter sent to me by Amiya Bose 
in the first week of April, from which it appears that he would 
not object to the building which he is going to earmark for his 
proposed gift being used for the benefit of the hospital, provided 
that those who are interested in the hospital are prepared to 
purchase the rest of his property. Since I received this letter 
I have had several conversations with the Chief Minister and the 
Finance Minister and have asked them to seriously consider whether 
the Government should not purchase the property in question at the 
price mentioned in the letter, which, though somewhat high, is not 
prohibitive, and use it for the benefit of the hospital, provided 
that those who are interested in the hospital scheme are able to 
raise enough money to run the hospital properly. If they cannot 
raise enough money, the house and the land would remain the 
property of the Government and could be utilised for other 
purposes. In fact, a portion of the house is being used at 
present as the Endowment Commissioner’s office and the Government 
is paying rent for it. I am fairly hopeful that I will be able 
to persuade the Orissa Government to purchase the property and 
give it to the hospital. I am not yet however certain whether 
those who are interested in the hospital will be able to collect 
sufficient money for running it. They depend on certain promises 
made by Dr. B.C. Roy and Dr.Mookerjee, Governor of West Bengal, 
and they also think that they might be able to get some help from 
the Government of India. Rajkumari Amrit Kaur visited the 
hospital when she was here and rather liked it and I am thinking 
of writing to her when she returns from Europe to find out 
whether it would be possible to receive some help from the Centre 
in case the Orissa Government agree to buy the Bose property and 
give it to the hospital. I think that a second hospital will 
be a great help to the Cuttack people and I also find that the 
general feeling here is that there should be a suitable memorial

in the town of Subhas Bose’s birth to honour his memory. 

You must have read in my last fortnightly letter 
to the President (dated the 5th May) a short account of 
my recent visit to Hirakud. The impression that I have 
formed is that the work is proceeding quite satisfactorily, 
but we must continue to keep a watch over the expenditure. 

It seems that any work done by the Government usually costs _ 
more than it would cost if executed by a private individual 
or firm, but the other side of the picture is that our men 
are getting experience and the very fact that a project of

the dimension we have started at Hirakud can be accomplished 
by our engineers should be a source of great satisfaction to us. 

I would very much like to know the exact position about 
the proposed Steel Plant as many people come and ask me about 
it. I have been receiving so many different reports on the 
subject that I really do not know what decision has been arrived 
at and the Chief Minister also does not seem to have any 
definite information about it. 

I have received a very nice letter from Adlai Stevenson 
in reply to my invitation to him to spend a few days in Orissa. 
He got my letter rather late - on arrival in Delhi - and I 
think that if I had written a little earlier he would have 
probably fitted into his programme a short visit to Orissa also. 


I hope you will have an interesting and successful via it

My 
personal view is, and in that the Chief Minister concurs, that it will

be far better to use the entire building for the hospital which is 
intended to be associated with the name of Subhas Bose and will be a 
kind of memorial to him. If, however. Amiya Bose is still not 
agreeable. T^e might consider whether it will be possible to use the

It is generally felt here that we should have a memorial associated with 
the name of the great patriot, but it is rather difficult to decide how 
a part of the building only can be properly utilised for that purpose.

I duly received your letter of the 2nd instant. 
Regarding Saratbabu* s Income Tax matter, I had a talk with 
Amiya ( 3ar at-babu 1 s second son) and told him what you had 
written. The liabilities of the family are heavy. Even if 
easy instalments are arranged for, one can not be sure if the 
family will, inspite of their best endeavours, be able to 
fulfil the arrangement in view of other passing liability that 
may have to be met. I had discussions and an alternative 
suggestion has been made, which to my mind is quite reasonable 
from the point of view of the Government and at the. Same time 
will be very beneficial to the fspily in their present 
financial distress. You Snow they have a house with grounds in 
Cuttack, In that house Ketaji was born, Siii S.M.Bose the 
Advocate General of West Bengal who has considerable 
influence in Cuttack, was approacned and he secured a buyer 
for the house who offered a sum higher than a lakh. When 
the people of Cuttack came to know of it they raised a hue 
and cry* that they will not allow the property to be acquired 
by the proposed buyer. As a result of the agitation the 
proposed buyer backed out and no other buyer was agreeable 
to come forward. You are aware that the family has agreed to 
make a gift of the wing of* the house where Nfctaji was born 
to the nation. The value of tne remaining portion of the 
property will be ah ut Es. 75,000/-. That portion may be 
acquired by the Central 'Government or the State Government 
at ah agreed compensation and the amount due for income tax may 
be deducted out of such compensation and the baler? paid to 
the h>ms of Saratbabu. This arrangement will solve the 
P rob leafed %t the sane time will be a blessing to the family.

On 9-1-1953 Shri Amiya Nath Bose, nephew of the 
late Shri Subash Chandra Bose, i Tcte to H.P.M, that his 
ancestral house at Cuttack, where Shri Subajh was born/, 
should be maintained as a national property. There are 
some outhouses and a fairly large plot of vacant land 
adjoining the main building, Shri A. N. Bose desires to 
separate the plot of land and the outhouses from the main 
building and make the de >d of gift in respect of the 
main building only. He desires to sell the land and the 
outhouses to meet some of his father's outstanding 
liabilities. The matter was referred by H.P.M. to the 
Governor and Chief Minister of Orissa, Shri S.Fazl.AIi' 
the Governor of Orissa, intimated that some local men 
have started in a rented house quite close to this 
building a hospital, known as "Netaji Subas Seva Sadan"m ** 
which so far depends almost wholly on pu lie charity. 

At present it is run on a very raodedt scale, but it has 
already become quite popular.

You know the late Sarat Jnandra nose, during 
the last few years of lis life was keeping bad health, 
suffering off and on from heart attacks which kept him 
confined to bed and uniit for the practice of his profession. 
Occasionally he carried on his profession and commanded 
very high fees. During the period the former Shief Justice 
Sir -irtr.ur Trevor arriss, when Sri dose appeared before 
him would show the utmost concern for his health and would 
inlst on lis arguing cases sitting. Whatever he earned 
during tnis per od he spent; in ’meeting liabilities incurred 
previously during the period of his detention and the two 
trips to Surope undertaken for his health, is a result 
when he died he did not leave anything for his fapfily and 
on the contrary he left a legacy of debts incurred during 
his lifetime including those incurred during the marriage 
of is t ird daughter. Just before his death he was 
expecting to be able to resume practice and earn to wipe 
of the debts but - - - - Providence willed otherwise.

I was tol l by Mrs. Bose that certificate 
proceedings have been taken by the Income Tax authorities 
to realise the demands. It is apprenencted that it mil be 
done by attachment and sale of tne residential house, which 
is already subject to the mortgage. The family has no means 
to meet the demands or any portion of it. They are carrying 
on with great financial difficulty. You know tne/eldest son 
,soka is without employment for a long time. The second son 
iiraiya is a Barrister. You know what hard times lie ahead of 
a junior legal practitioner to build up a decent - - practice. 
The third son Sisir is serving in the Medical Jollege with a 
small allowance. The fourth son, a mare boy in his teens, 
is going about trying to secure a job as an apprentice in 
some workshop seeming to relieve the distress of the family. 

The youngest daughter who has just passed the M.a. Examination 
creditably has yet to be married which you know is an expensive 
a if air these days. I do not know how it is going to be ■ 
managed, nor do they themselves know it. 

I have gone into so much details confidentially 
j0 you to give you a true picture, if tne residential homs 


is now sold or any steps taken for the realisation of the 
demands from the members of the family, it will mean utter 
ruin and ond does not know how they will all live being 
thrown out in the streets, so to say. Of late this has been 
worrying me day and night. 

N; turally I think of you in this difficulty. I 
would - - suggest your approaching Pandit Nehru when you can 
find it convenient to do so and place the matter before him. 

He knows some tne difficulty of the family. His kind 
sympathies are with tne members of the family and he will 
intervene as far as possible to allow the demand to be written 
off. In consideration of the sacrifices and services of late 
oarat Chandra 3ose for and to the Country, the nation can be 
generous to the members of his family and Pandit Ji represents the 
Nation, Panditji knew me years ago when I was acting as tbs 
Secretary, Subhas Congress Fund and was talcing active part 
in the affairs of the Congress, but it wou'u be t o much for me 
to expect that -e would still remember me. Hence I am not 
addressing him direct and am seeking your assistance in the 
matter. 

I would also like you to approach Sri Desmulch and ask 
Ills intervention. He is in charge of the department concerned. 
You know bast how to manage the matter ana help the f daily 
- out of its difficulties. The members of the family are, 
naturally, living in a very depressed state of mind and do not 
know what to do.

Thank you for your letter of the 1 2th January. The Chief 
Minister being away, I went with the Finance Minister and saw the 
house about which Amiya Nath Bose has written to you. It is a 
two-storeyed house and has quite a number of rooms, but the 
building is old and needs repairs. There are some outhouses 
within the compound of the main building and some within an 
enclosure connected with the main building by means of a door. 

There is also a plot of land behind the house, I do not know 
whether Bose wishes to retain both sets of outhouses or only those 
within the enclosure adjoining the main building. 

I think I ought to mention that some local men have started 
in a rented house quite close to this building a kind of hospital 
known as ’Neta.ii Subhas Seva Sadan' which so far denends almost 
wholly on public charity. At nresent it is run on a very modest 
scale, but it has already become quite popular. It was visited by 

G-iri and Ra.ikumari Aar it Kaur and both of them seemed to have liked 

to 

it. I am sending to you some extracts from a note which was 
supplied to me at the Seva Sadan, from which you will find that 
what is in contemplation is to shift the hospital to the building 
about which Amiya Bose has written to you and to convert it into a 
modern hospital.

Netaji Jayanti Celebration Committee, Orissa, in 
its deliberation held on iB. 1.1 952 at the residence of the 
present Organising secretary of the Netaji subhas beva 
^adan Trust Board, India, came to the conclusion tnat it 
is desirable to formulate ways and means to preserve 
Netaji 1 s Birth Place JANAKINATH BHABAN at Oriya Bazar, 
Cuttack. Luring discussion the Organising secretary 
produced the copy of the letter dated 14.12,51 addressed 
to Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, requesting him to help in 
this noble matter. 

The formation of a registered body was felt 
necessary. The original idea was to have a permanent 
institution in the name of Netaji, with a view to train 
people to build their lives after the ideal of Netaji 
for the benefit of the Country as a whole. 

The matter came in the form of a proposal on 
23rd January, 1952, at the time of Celebration of Netaji 
Jayanti, 1952. Lr, Harekrushna Mahatab at the suggestion 
of bm. Basantaman jari Levi, (now, Deputy Minister ,Health) , 
Orissa, approved the idea of having a nonpolitical insti- 
tution like Chitaranjan seva ~>aaan at Calcutta. The 
Netaji Jayanti Committee, Orissa, accepted the proposal 
and Lr, H. K, mahatab^ fully assured the members to do 
all his best for securing the otate help for the acquisition 
of the property from the present proprietors, Lr.H.N.Mahatab 
also took the entire responsibility to negotiate and settle 
with the proprietors and payment of the value of the 
property. 

The Netaji oubhas beva oadan Trust Board, India, 
Cuttack, was registered on 5.9.1952, under the bocieties 
Registration Act, lB60 (section 2 of XWI of 1B60, Central). 

The Trust Board for various reasons could not 
begin its work atonce, the main and primary one being want 
of accommodation. After much difficulty, when the present 
hired building was found completed and was available it 
started its work from 1st September, 1952, ori Radhanath 
Rath, Minister, Finance and Education, was kind enough to 
accept the request of the Trust Board and declare the • out 
door section open on 15th august, 1952. The Trust Board 
so fr‘r has been able to secure the active help and sympathy 
of the Members of the Cabinet of the Government of Orissa 
and the Chi&f Minister nri Nabakrushna Chaudhury and his 
worthy Colleagues have always been kind enough to extend 
their helping hands to this institution, 

G o far Netaji ~ubhas ueva ^odan, India, Cuttacl^ 
has been able to treat 9,427 patients. It started its 
function with one patient, who happens to be an intimate 
friend of Late Janakinath Bose and his family - ^ri Jagamohan 
Chakrabarty a member of the local bar. The following list 
will show the details regarding treatment. 

Lr. I. C. Roy, the eminent Gynocologist and the 
retired professor of Midwifery and Gynocology, Orissa 
Medical College, Cuttack, with his Colle^ues and friends 
(all private practitioners) have gladly volunteered their 
valuable service. We have got specialists in all branches. 


r ’or the present we have divided the outdoor 
section into two parts viz. female and children branch 
and general male section. In the female branch we have 
appointed a female guide or conductor, who accompanies 
and conduct' the female patients to the doctors for 
their medical examination and necessary prescription, 
lifter prescription is made the guide .gets the medicines 
from the dispensing section and handover the same to the 
persons concerned. 

^o far we have been able to depend on the public 
charity. This is the only type of institution where so 
many eminent doctors and social leaders and workers are 
rendering their services free and 'where medicines 
given free to all. we have also opened the Laboratory 
section for the benefit of the public. A nominal fee 
of Fs. 2/- is charged and the said amount is spent for the 
purchase of medicines for distribution, and poors are 
free. Dr. J, N. Las (the eye specialist) has donated 
a microscope to the institution. 

QUU LIFflCULTInb 

The present building has been taken on a monthly 
rent of Rs. 125/-J for want of accommodation we have 
confined our activities to the out door section only. 

The other different branches could not be opened as yet. 

3 days in a week have been provided for Gynocological 
beet ion and 2 days for eyes section. Although we have 
provided 2 emergency beds for the maternity section, we 
still feel handicapped.

<»e are thankful that the Minister of Law, Health, 
and Developement , Orissa, Bri Dinabandhu bahu, is now 
doing everything to shift the institution to hetaji’s 
birth place before the birth day of Netaji ^ri bubhas 
Chandra Bose, i.c., January, 23rd, 1953. 

Ae expect to open the indoor section on 23rd 
January, 53 at the birth place of Netaji. »e want to 
provide for the present in the existing building where 
Netaji was born at least 20 beds, (maternity and one 
labour room). Our future idea is to have at least 250 
beds with a provision for further expansion according 
to the need. 

^fter opening of the Medical College inside 
this City, the General Hospital is not in a position 
to accommodate the needs of the people. There is no 
District Headquarters Hospital in this City. We feel 
that if we get ample scope, opportunity and sympathy 
and help we can exert ourselves to the extreme to serve 
the people not only of this City but to the Humanity at 
large. 


We may mention here that patients from long 
distance are coming for their treatment because of its 
popularity and because there are so many efficient and 
widely experienced doctors, who have volunteered their 
service. 


although our target is more than two Crores 
and ten lakhs of rupees, still for the present we have 
confined our attention for collection of a sum of, 

Rs. 10 jObOC'O/-. It is the idea of the Director oflthe 


^eva oadan Dr. P. b. Roy, to have an efficient Hospital 
of the American Type. Cur further aim is not only to 
treat the patients but also to give training to a large 
number of old women to render first aid to children and 
also to help in the maternity affairs throughout the 
Country. 

Co far in the shape of subscriptions f donations 
from the Minister, and the public we have received about 
a sum of Rupees twelve thousand ( Rs. 1 2,000/-) both in 
cash and in the shape of instruments and apparatus and 
medicines. Dr. F. C. Hoy^ has donated medical apparatus 
to the Institution. Amongst the patients the female 
number is about 50/^. In the meantime we have applied 
to the Government of India for securing approval under 
section 15B of the Indian Income Tax Act, which, when 
done, we believe that we can surely get response from 
the generous public. 

Inspite of our various difficulties and 
financial handicaps, re firmly believe, that by the grace 
of God and sympathy of Philanthropic persons and the 
State, our noble mission for the cause of suffering 
Humanity after the immortal name of the great patriot 
of India will achieve great success.
